INTRODUCTION 


Almost  every  agricultural  crop  and  food  product  produced  in 
the  United  States  finds  a  market  overseas. 

Production  from  one  in  every  four  acres  is  exported  --  grains 
by  the  shipload,  soybeans,  chicken  parts,  baby  foods,  hot 
sauce,  orange  juice  and  hundreds  of  other  foodstuffs,  raw, 
refined  or  ready  to  eat. 

The  products  go  to  a  market  that  is  growing  not  only  in  numbers, 
but  in  buying  power,  and  they  are  sold  by  thousands  of  American 
businessmen  who  have  found  that  a  different  dress,  a  different 
language,  and  different  currency  do  not  make  a  different  customer, 

If  you  merchandise  or  process  farm  products,  you  can  have  a 
place  in  this  market.   You  do  not  need  to  have  a  big  business. 
A  common  complaint  overseas  is  that  too  many  U.S.  companies 
will  not  sell  in  less  than  carload  lots.   This  shuts  out  foreign 
customers  who  would  like  to  buy  American  products  but  cannot 
take  a  large  volume  initially. 

FAS  and  the  other  agencies,  companies,  associations  and  trade 
groups  listed  in  this  Directory  can  assist  with  information 
on  markets  and  production  in  specific  countries,  product 
preferences  and  requirements,  credit  sources  and  methods  of 
payment,  and  tariff  and  non-tariff  requirements.

Agricultural  Attaches 

FAS  operates  a  world-wide  system  of  gathering  and  distributing  economic  and 
marketing  information  on  agricultural  promotion  and  use.  Key  links  in  this 
system  are  the  U.S.  Agricuiltural  Attaches  and  Agricultviral  Officers  who  are 
maintained  by  FAS  in  many  American  Embassies  and  Consulates  abroad.  The 
attaches  represent  U.S.  agricultural  interests  o-^erseas  and  report  on  world 
trade  developments  and  problems  and  opport-unities  for  U.S.  agriculttiral 
products • 

Commodity  Divisions 

Commodity  Divisions  in  FAS /Washington  analyze  the  attache  reports  in  terms 
of  the  competition  and  opportunities  for  U.S.  agricultural  products.  Sta- 
tistical reports  of  the  worldwide  situation  for  leading  agric\iltural 
products  are  prepared  and  distributed  to  U.S.  traders.  >ferketing  specialists 
of  the  commodity  divisions  work  with  private  trade  groups  on  market  develop- 
ment projects  and  are  available  to  advise  exporters  on  matters  concerning 
agricultural  commodities  in  world  trade . 

Trade  Policy 

An  International  Trade  Policy  staff  keeps  abreast  of  developments  in  foreign 
trade  policy  for  agricultural  products  with  particiolar  emphasis  on  tariff 
and  non- tariff  barriers  against  U.S.  products.  The  staff  checks  compliance 
with  U.S.  import  regulations  and  is  represented  in  negotiating  sessions 
with  foreign  governments . 

Market  Development  Coqperators 

FAS  conducts  market  development  programs  overseas  in  cooperation  with  major 
U.S.  trade  ajad  ccmmodity  organizations.  The  programs  include  various 
promotion  activities  inclviding  trade  teams,  technical  assistance,  trade 
seminars,  and  direct  advertising.  This  cooperatcr  progi-am  is  sponsored, 
guided,  and  partially  fvinded  by  Government,  but  private  industry  provides 
initiative  and  direction  and  contributes  a  large  share  of  the  funds,  goods, 
and  services. 

State  Contacts 

St8.te  Departments  of  Agricvilture  work  actively  with  FAS  in  serving  the  U.S. 
agricultural  export  trade.  Representatives  of  these  state  agencies  advise 
private  traders  of  market  development  activities,  export  opport\inities  and 
procedures  in  developing  export  sales. 


Exhibits  and  Test  Merchandising 

FAS  sponsors  nvunerous  overseas  exhibits  in  established  markets  eind  new  or 
developing  markets.  These  international  exhibits  are  a  traditional  meeting 
place  for  buyers  eind  sellers  and  provide  an  excellent  opportunity  for  a 
U.S.  firm  to  appraise  the  overseas  sales  possibilities  for  his  product. 
The  emphasis  is  on  trade-only  for  institutional  and  other  large  buyers  of 
agricultural  products .  Test  merchandising  programs  for  American  foods  are 
conducted  with  store  groups  overseas. 

Trade  Opportunity  Referral  Service 

The  agency  maintains  a  Trade  Opportvinity  Referral  Service  for  alerting 
private  traders  of  sales  opportunities  overseas .  A  computerized  listing 
of  more  than  6,000  overseas  buyers  of  food  and  agricultijral  products  has 
been  deAreloped  along  with  a  conrpaxable  listing  of  U.S.  suppliers.  Trade 
leads  from  foreign  buyers  are  forwarded  to  the  Agricviltural  Attaches  who 
cable  the  reports  to  Washington  for  distribution  to  the  UoS.  trade.  Firms 
wishing  to  be  on  the  mailing  list  for  these  trade  leads  shoiold  contact  the 
Export  Trade  Services  Division. 

Specialized  Assistaxice 

Assistance  is  provided  in  several  specialized  export  areas.  A  transportation 
specialist  provides  information  on  ocean  and  air  transportation  of  agri- 
cultural products  and  is  available  for  consultation  on  specific  problems 
affecting  the  shipment  of  fresh  and  processed  commodities.  A  product 
specialist  checks  out  U.S.  food  products  new  to  foreign  countries  that 
appear  to  offer  opportunities  in  foreign  trade.  Infonnation  about  the 
products  is  sent  to  the  Agricultural  Attaches  who  determine  if  the  products 
and  markings  conform  with  import  requirements .

The  Export  Management  Company  (EMC)  can  provide  a  valuable  service  to  U.S. 
manufacturers  who  export,  or  want  to  export.   Generally,  the  EMC  either  acts  as 
an  export  agent  for  one  or  more  U.S.  companies;  or  the  EMC  may  take  actual 
possession  of  products  to  be  exported. 

The  EMC  can  perform  one  or  more  of  the  following  services  in  behalf  of  the  U.S. 
manufacturer  and  his  products: 

1.  Find  the  overseas  buyer  through  personal  contact  or  through  an  overseas  agency 
relationship. 

2.  Provide  marketing  data  tailored  to  specific  world  areas  and  products. 

3.  Represent  the  U.S.  manufacturer  in  overseas  trade  circles,  and  at  overseas 
promotional  events  sponsored  by  the  Foreign  Agricultural  Service. 

4.  Arrange  for  such  export  services  as  forwarding  and  shipping,  financing, 
product  introduction,  and  commercial  promotion  in  the  foreign  market. 

5.  Serve,  in  effect,  as  the  "export  department"  for  the  U.S.  company. 

The  designation  QIC  does  not  apply  to  all  such  companies.  Some  of  them  refer  to 
themselves  as  export  brokers,  international  brokers,  or  by  some  other  name.  QIC 
is  a  fairly  new  name  for  the  CEM,  meaning  Combination  Export  Manager.

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EXPORT  PAYMENT  AND  CREHJIT 

Export  sales  are  usioally  paid  for  by  one  of  three  methods :  an  export  letter  of 
credit  opened  by  the  foreign  bviyer  in  favor  of  the  seller  in  the  United  States; 
a  draft  dravn  directly  by  the  seller  in  the  United  States  on  the  bxjyer  abroad; 
or  open  account  basis. 

Letter  of  Credit 

A  letter  of  credit  offers  the  greatest  protection  to  the  seller.  When 
it  is  issued  in  irrevocable  form  by  either  a  dcmestio  or  a  foreign  bank 
on  behalf  of  a  foreign  bviyer,  it  eliminates  the  credit  riak.  It  assures 
the  seller  that  he  will  be  paid  when  the  specified  shipping  dociments 
are  presented  to  the  paying  bank  indicated  in  the  letter  of  credit, 
provided  that  all  the  requirements  of  the  credit  have  been  met. 

Sight  and  Time  Drafts 

Drafts  are  increasingly  popular.  With  the  sight  draft,  the  buyer  can 
defer  payment  \intil  the  foreign  correspondent  of  the  seller's  bank 
presents  the  draft  to  him.  Only  after  the  payment  is  made  does  the 
bviyer  receive  title  to  the  goods  the  exporter  shipped.  In  practice, 
the  buyer  often  does  not  make  payment--and  take  title — -until  the  goods 
arrive  in  his  co\antry. 

Sales  on  Open  Account 

If  the  biiyer  is  well  known  to  the  seller,  has  a  well  established 
reputation,  or  is  a  foreign  bi'anch  or  subsidiary  of  a  U.S.  firm,  the 
seller  may  want  to  do  business  on  axi  open  accoiint,  or  even  consignment 
basis. 

Open  acco-unt  sales  are  simple  and  convenient,  but  they  provide  no 
negotiable  instrument  of  obligation  and  there  may  be  problems  of 
collection  if  the  buyer  refuses  to  pay. 

Commercial  banks  are  the  best  source  of  information  on  export  docvmentation 
and  the  various  means  of  financing  and  insuring  export  sales.  If  your  local 
bank  does  not  handle  export  paper,  it  is  probably  a  correspondent  of  a  bank 
that  does.  For  reference  material  on  financing  and  credit,  see  the  listing 
of  Export  Publications  in  this  Directory. 

COMMCPITY  CREDIT  CORPORATION 

The  Commodity  Credit  Corporation  provides  for  the  financing  of  export  sales  of 
certain  U.  S.  agricultural  commodities  for  periods  of  a  maximum  of  36  months. 
This  enables  the  U.  S.  exporter  to  sell  such  agricultural  ccanmodities  to  the 
foreign  importer  on  a  deferred-payment  basis.  For  all  transactions  there  is 
required  an  acceptable  bank  obligation  and  an  assignment  by  the  U.S.  exporter 
of  his  account  receivable.  Interest  is  charged  at  rates  announced  each  month 
by  CCC.
